It  is  not  without  feelings  of  apprehen¬ 
sion  that  a  husband  of  the  present  day 
glances  int'tthe  windows  of  the  boifnet- 
mukers  and  millim-rs.  Tlie  show  which 
is  there  set  out  gives  him  *somc  idea  of 
tlie  demands  which  will  be  made  ont  his 
purse  this  Winter.  What  is  offereu  to 
his  notice  at  this  moment  is  n<^t  cal¬ 
culated  to  put  him  in  good  spirits.  The 
bonnets  or  hats,  or  whatever  the  mys¬ 
terious  articles  are  to  he  called,  are  evi¬ 
dently  made  up  more  extravagantly  than 
ever.  The  other  day  it  was  unnonneed 
thjit  bonnets  during  the  coming  Fall  aud 
Winter  would  he  trimmed  with  lace,  and 
-that  a  specimen  of  this  kind  might  easi- 
*  ly  cost  8200.  Poor  /at/er A tm ii ias/  His 
1  heart  sinks  w  ithin  him  as  he  reads  these 
melancholy  tidings.  A  failure,  not  im¬ 
mediately  affecting  himself;  a  buvglary, 
in  his  neighbor’s  house;  an  earthquake 
in  some  other  part  of  the  country — these 
events  would  not  make  him  half  so  mis¬ 
erable.  Even  in  ordinary  times,  the 
price  of  a  bonnet  is  out  of  all  proportion 
to  its  worth,  oc,  to  the  means  of  it  pur¬ 
chaser.  It  ranges  from  825  to  850,  not 
putting  an  outside  figure  either  way;  and 
we  believe  the  lady  of  the  present  age 
*  expects  at  least  four  or  five  bonnets  a 
Reason,  nnd  then  will  boost  of  l»eing 
much  more  economical  than  “other 
women.”
